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DETAILED ACTION 

In the analysis below, the following assumptions regarding the dependence of 
Claims 33-35 have been made for the reasons detailed herein: 

Claim 33 claims dependence from Claim 34; however, Claim 33 contains the 
limitation "content guide", which is not addressed in Claim 36, the independent claim 
that Claims 34 and 35 claim dependence from. However, independent Claim 32 
contains the limitation "content guide". Therefore, for the purposes of analysis below, it 
has been assumed that Claim 33 was intended to depend from Claim 32. 

Claim 34 claims dependence from Claim 35; however, Claim 34 contains the 
limitation "filtering", which is not addressed in Claim 36, the independent claim that 
Claim 35 claims dependence from. However, Claim 33 contains the limitation "filtering". 
Therefore, for purposes of analysis below, it has been assumed that Claim 34 was 
intended to depend from Claim 33. 

Claim 35 claims dependence from Claim 36; however, Claim 35 contains the 
limitation "processing items", which is not addressed in Claim 36. However, Claim 34 
contains the limitation "processing items". Therefore, for the purposes of analysis 
below, it has been assumed that Claim 34 was intended to depend from Claim 33.

Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination IV has separate utility such as 
receiving an electronic watermark and controlling access to content based on an access 
rating associated with the content in the watermark.
